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FUTURE OF NEWS TRADE. 


POSSIBILITIES OF THE PRICE 
GOING STILL HIGHER. 





Vice-President Hugh J. Chisholm Says 
Higher Prices for News Are Absurd 
—Figure to Be Held at About Two 


Cents. 





The greatly increased demand for news 
paper continues to be the chief feature of 
interest in the paper trade. While the de- 
mand has slackened somewhat, the average 
daily consumption is yet far above the nor- 
mal, the only difference being that the sup- 
ply has adjusted itself better to the de- 
mand and that the latter has become less 
fluctuating. ° 

The price to-day for news in rolls is 
quoted as ranging from 2c. to 2.25. As 
compared with the price of six months ago, 
1.60¢., this represents a notable advance. 
As the war with Spain has been directly 
responsible for the enormous increase in 
the consumption of white paper and the 
consequent advance in prices, there is 
much speculation being indulged in as to 
what effect the cessation of hostilities will 
have upon the demand and _ incidentally 
upon the priee,. The majority seem to be- 
lieve that the demand will fall off to about 
the normal. 

There is a very wide diversity of opinion 
as to the question of prices. Some insist 
that the International Paper Company. will 
keep the price moving steadily upward, 
while others hold that the cOmpany will 
find it better policy to keep the price down. 
This week one old and experienced news 
man, who is outside the combination, de- 
clared it to be his firm belief that news 
would go to 3% cents within six months. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that Hugh J. Chisholm, first vice- 
president of the International Paper Com- 
pany, inelined to the belief that news will 
remain for some time to come at about 2 
cents. In the course of an interview on 
this subject, Mr. Chisholm made the fol- 
lowing significant statements to a reporter 
or THe Paper Trape JourNat: 

“This talk about news going td 3% cents’ 
is absurd. Such a price is not likely to be 
obtained for years and years, if at all. The 
price will be held at about 2 cents, or it 
may be lower. 

“The International Paper Company has 
old its product below the prevailing mar- 
ket price, because we believed that the 
present big demand was unnatural and 
would not last. 

‘The consumption of print paper, I 
should say, has been increased. about 20 

r cent. by the war, The mills have been 

le to supply the demand without much 
‘ ticulty, which shows that there was an 

cess being manufactured before. 

‘The demand depends upon the war. As 

on as the war is ended it will quickly 

| back to its normal state. 

“It is our intention to make paper as 

‘eaply as possible. Consequently the 
rice will not be further advanced. Our

The sheriff has received an attachment 
against Whiting Brothers, corporation, 
manufacturers of wall paper at Mamaro- 
neck, N. Y., for $17,500 in favor of Llewel- 
lyn M. Bickford on an assigned claim from 
the Otis Falls Pulp Company, of Maine, 
for balance due for materials and on fif- 
teen notes of the first named corporation. 
The attachment was obtained on the 
ground that it is a New Jersey corpora- 
tion, and it was served on a wall paper 
dealer here “to attach an account. Whit- 
ing Brothers was incorporated on March 
10, 1897, with an authorized capital stock 
of $100,000, and purchased the premises 
formerly occupied by the Consolidated 
Wall Paper Company, of which Walter B. 
Whiting was superintendent. He became 
president of Whiting Brothers, and Hol- 
land S. Whiting was treasurer. 


Upon the petition of Harry E. Taggart, 
a holder of 100 of the 200 shares of stock 
of the John H. Taggart Publishing Com- 
pany, Philadelphia, Judge Arnold has ap- 
pointed J. E. M. Keller receiver. Mr. Tag- 
gart alleges that the company is heavily 
involved financially and is insolvent, and 
that a number of suits have been begun by 
creditors, and that it will be to their ma- 
terial advantage if the publication of the 
newspaper is allowed to continue under the 
diréction of a receiver. The company was 
incorporated on June 22, 1896, with a capi- 
tal stock of $10,000. One hundred shares 
of this stock is held by Lucy Elvie Tag- 
gart, executrix of the last will of William 
M. Taggart, deceased. The company pub- 
lishes the weekly paper Taggart’s Times, 
and the business was successfully carried 
on until January, 1897, when, the bill says, 
the business decreased and the collection, 
earnings and receipts diminished and the 
moneys received and collected have not 
been sufficient to carry on the same and 
large items of indebtedness have been in- 
curred. The plaintiff is a creditor to a 
large amount as well as one of the princi- 
pal stockholders, and he says the company 
is without means to carry on its business.

BY AN EXPLOSION.

considered so bad a risk that none of the 
| insurance companies is willing to insure it. 

The explosion, which shook all the win- 
| dows in the neighborhood and was heard 
| over a mile away, blew the whole building 
to atoms and knocked in the wall which 
separated it from the smelting room of 
Kahn's lead works. The five men who 
were in this room were buried under the 
timbers of the falling roof, but none of 
them was severely injured. The timbers 
from the roofing company’s factory were 
scattered around for a considerable dis- 
tance. One rafter was blown across Nine- 
teenth street and smashed the window of 
McCoy’s blacksmith shop. 

A ‘policeman rang a fire alarm and sum- 
moned four ambulances from Bellevue. 
The fire which had started in the ruins of 
the roofing factory speedily extin- 
guished, but it was some time before those 
who were buried under the ruins could be 
found and extricated. 

Tobias New, the proprietor of the roof- 
ing factory, was found in the middle of the 
street, severely burned and scalded on the 
arms and face and badly bruised. John 
O'Neill of 432 West Forty-second street, 
who had gone to work in the factory for 
the first time as engineer, was found under 
the ruins with a fractured leg and severe 
burns on the arms, face, and legs. The 
others were not injured severely.

Fire broke out Thursday at Nos. 33-43

A fire broke out May 25 in the No. 6 
stock house of the Newton Paper Company, 
Holyoke, Mass., and was burning briskly 
when discovered. The house is apart from 
the main mill, being about 30 by 60 feet 
and two stories high. It was filled with 
bales of rags and a small amount of fin- 
ished stock. The company turned on two 
streams from its own fire hydrants, but 
found them insufficient and the city de- 
partment was called upon. The fire was 
difficult to get at, but after a half hour’s 
work it was gotten under control, with not 
a great amount of damage, which was prin- 
cipally by water. The loss was fully cov- 
ered by insurance. The fire was probably 
caused by spontaneous combustion, or pos- 
sibly by sparks ftom a freight engine. 


A fire which had been smouldering in 
the shaving bin of the boiler house of the 
Moosehead Paper Company, Solon, Me., 
broke out with great fury May 24 and de- 
stroyed the greater part of the building. Ed- 
ward Collins, a boy about fifteen years old, 
was asleep in the back part of the bin. The 
fire started near where the shavings are 
shoveled into the furnace and hurned off the 
ropes that held an overhead door, cutting 
off young Collins’ An alarm Was 
sounded immediately, but the material be- 
ing.so dry nothing could be done. Two 
streams from the big fire pumps were 
turned into where Collins was, but the 
smoke was so dense that he was suffocated. 
The fire was subdued after forty minutes’ 
fighting. Collins was found lying on his 
face in the corner of the bin with his coat 
over his head.

I: has been found that the heretofore 
less cornstalk, or rather the shives—the 
| substance encasing the pith—as well 
as the husks and leaves of stalks, make a 
very superior stock from which to manu- 
facture express and wrappings. Those 
who have examined the specimens say 
that from all appearances the product is 
far superior to straw paper, both in finish 
and quality. The fact that the discovery 
has been made and that successful experi- 
ments have followed is sufficient to 
arouse the interest of. the paper world; and 
that the subject will receive ulterior aten- 
tion from the sages of the trade, and that 
improvements lost sight of in the infancy 
of the departure will develop, is equally as- 
sured. 

When the Marsden Cellulose Company, 
of Philadelphia, capitalized for $50,000,000, 
began the manufacture of cellulose, mak- 
ing everything from a billiard ball and a 
set of false teeth to the “internal construc- 
tion” of a great battle ship, it little thought 
that the vast amount of waste could be 
profitably utilized. Experiments, however, 
were carried on, with the result that tons 
of the shives, leaves and husks were trans- 
ported to the old but famous mills of 
Thomas Nixon, in Richmond, Ind. 

The venerable Mr. Nixon was deemed to 
be a manufacturer of sufficient experience 
to demonstrate either the success or failure 
of the waste as a paper stock. Experi- 
ments have consumed several months’ 
time, but they have been more than satis- 


factory. 
Bleached and unbleached wrappings, 
some grades closely resembling straw, 


though of a higher finish and finer qual- 
ity; and boards as tough as the toughest. 
suitable for book cases and trunks and 
many other necessary articles, were turned 
out by the process employed. The experi- 
ments were simple, but complete, and 
showed the immensity of the success of 
the departure, if taken up on a large scale. 

In the past cornstalks were an evil to

source of greater profit than the corn they 
bear. 

The experiments have been conducted 
under the personal direction of Superin- 
tendent Frank Nixon, who is confident 
that the future of the industry is assured. 

The Marsden Cellulose Company has 
two important factories, at Rockford, IIL, 
and Owensboro, Ky. Both are located in 
far-famed corn belts and have been oper- 
ated to the fullest capacity in filling orders 
for cellulose for battle-ship lining. 

It is probable that this large corporation, 
with which the Cramps, of Philadelphia, 
are largely identified, will at once 
several immense paper mills in connection 
with its cellulose plants in order to eco- 
nomically dispose of what is ‘termed 
“waste.” It promises to prove the most 
profitable “waste” imaginable. Nothing 
of a definite character with reference to 
this feature of the discovery can be stated 
upon reliable authority. 

The Nixon Paper Company, at 


erect 


Rich- 


mond, Ind., will continue to experiment, 
and has made overtures, it is thought, to 
the Marsden Company. The veteran 


Thomas Nixon experimented with varied 
success during the rebellion in the art of 
paper making, and succeeded in turning 
out first-class paper from materials which 
were then considered the most worthless 
sort of “‘waste.” 

The Springfield concern, which has 
been referred to on numerous occasions 
in these columns, continues to make ma- 
chinery fo the Marsden Company’s West- 
ern plants. Whether this company will 
now manufacture paper machinery is a de- 
batable question. 

Just what field the cornstalk will occupy 
in the paper field remains to be seen. It 
may take front rank and supplant the raw 
materials now in use in many branches of 
the paper-making art, or it may not re- 
ceive recognition, but the results have been 
too significant to admit of this condition.

Question.—What material do you con- 
sider the best for drainer bottoms?

When using the finer 
grades of stock, such as cotton seed “fuzz” 
(that is, the short fibre which is now pro- 
cured from cotton seed after it has been 
through the gin), it will be necessary to 
spread burlap over the stones before let- 
ting down the stuff,|so very fine is the 
fibre.

In a Philadelphia mill, I found one 
the neatest water boxes for putting a water 
finish on manilla paper that I have ever 
een. I do not mean that the mechanical 
construction of the device was elegant, for 

was not. It was entirely home-made 
nd built entirely of wood, or of such ma- 

terial as iS to be found around any mill. 

\ couple of lugs or brackets were 
bolted to the calender frames to hold the 
box in position; then the box itself was 
nailed up from common boards, long 
enough to reach from one bracket to the 
ther between the frames and about 8 
nches wide. One side of the box was 
made 2 inches deep, the other side 4 or 
nches. A middle partition was put 
lengthwise of the box, and as high as the 
low side. Heads, water-tight, were put in 
the box, and a waste water pipe was let 
through the bottom, on the side of the 
middle partition next to the wide side of 
the box. Another box, or a part of a box, 
with only a bottom and one side, is nailed 
up and placed on top of the other box. 
This second box is only a couple of inches 
longer than the rolls; therefore it is sev- 
eral inches shorter than the first box, 
which extends from frame to frame. The 
second box is placed so that its one side 
‘omes parallel with the high edge of the 
first box and stands at the same height. 

When in position, the bottom of the sec- 
ond box lies at the centre of the roll, and 
the side of the second box is about 2 
inches from the high side of the first box. 
rhe front edge of the bottom is planed 
very straight and smooth, and is covered 
with felt something after the manner of a 
couch-roll backboard. Some wedges, made 

pieces of board, and about 2 inches 
wide, are placed between the high sides 

the two boxes, and by pressing down 
on the wedges the front edge of the sec- 
nd box is forced against the calender

If for thin paper or delicate color it is 
found that the roll is taking up too much 
liquid, simply bore a few holes through 
the second box, so that the water will rise 
no higher than the point at which they 
are bored. By having several holes at dif- 
ferent distances from the bottom the 
box, and each hole fitted with a cork, any 
required height of liquid in the box (with- 
in limits) can be obtained at will, by sim-

paper receptacles and printing were turned 
out simultaneously. It was the only one 
in existence, and was designed for use at 
all of the principal exhibitions in this and 
foreign countries. 

Van Horne, Burger & Co., manufac- 
turers of gas engines, sustained a loss of 
$5,000. Unfortunately the insurance pol- 
icy had been-cancelled the day before the 
fire. 

The Sweetman Pristing House, which 
was recently removed to the north section 
fronting on St. Clair and Kenton stréets, 
was badly damaged by fire and water. An 
insurance of $4,000, however, will cover 
the loss. 

Among the heaviest losers was the Pi- 
oneer Tar Soap Company, controlled by 
MeSsrs. Samuel and Aaron Blair, of the 
paper stock firm of M. Blair Sons Com- 
pany. This concern occupied four floors 
in the middle division, and estimates its 
loss at $5,000, partly covered by insurance. 
Five or six other plants were considerably 
damaged. 

The Chatfield & Woods Company ex- 
perienced a close call from a disastrous fire 
Saturday night. Several contiguous shoe 
factories were completely gutted. A four- 
story building owned by A. H. Chatfield 
was badly damaged. 

Paper manufacturers and makers were 
prominent in Monday’s observance. All 
of the principal cities and towns of the 
valley honored the departed heroes.

Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit 
his statement relative the Challenge grinder, which assumption is not true, but on the 
contrary I distinctly disclaimed questioning the truth of the statement and only complained 
that it was not shown that between the ‘time when Bort & Johnston owned the Chateaugay 
Pulp Mill and I operated it, and the time Mr. Johnston names, the working head of water 
on the water wheel had been increased some nine feet, thus increasing the power 33 per 
cent., and when this fact is not stated the whole article is misleading.

Mr. Johnston seems to wish to convey the impression that he is in a position to disprove 
my statement concerning the shipments of pulp by Bort & Johnston when paying me for 
the mill machinery, which statement made by me was obtained from the freight bills and 
invoices as made by Bort & Johnston, which can be seen at any time. 

While I know nothing about the daily mill reports of the Chateaugay Mill at the times 
referred to by Mr. Johnston, yet I can quote his lately published statement in which he says 

e average daily production of two New England Grinders was “about 8 to 10 tons dry 
pulp in twenty-four hours” and “ with two Challenge grinders we are producing about 13 
‘) 14 tons per day,” and compare these figures with his last published statement dated April 
2, 1898, wherein he says that in April, 1896, the two New England Grinders made 825,300 

uunds of pulp, which was 31,742 POUNDS OR 15 TONS, 1,742 POUNDS DAILY, 

; shown by his record, which result is better than I claimed for the New England, or than 
‘ir. Johnston first claimed for the Challenge.

I am well satisfied with Mr. Johnston’s last report of the work done with my No. 12 
Pulp Grinder, but must complain as before that he has omitted to state all the facts, and I 
will supplement his report, referring to his own books for their accuracy, by stating that 
during the time that he has run the two Challenge grinders, which is a little more than a 
year, he has had EIGHT STONES GO TO PIECES, wrecking the pulp grinders to 
a greater or less extent, and in two cases wrecking the turbine wheel also, the last 
smash, which occurred only a few days since, nearly pulverizing one of the grinders as well 
as the turbine.

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DETERIORATION OF PAPER.

on the question of the relative permanence 
of papers, which judgment should carry 
with it a more precise view of the qualities 
of papers as suited or unsuited to the spe- 
cial purposes for which they are required. 

It may be pointed out that the narrower 
issue of liability to deterioration is no new 


subject. It is dealt with in general terms 
in standard treatises on the manufacture 
and uses of papers. Thus, in Herring's 


well-known book “Paper and Paper Mak- 
ing” (Longman’s: London, 1856), pp. 
97-99, it is pointed out that the unregulated 
use of bleaching agents has .been known 
to occasion wholesale destruction of papers 
and books. 

Since the period when such results, fol- 
lowing from ignorant and careless prac- 
tice, were common, there has been a ‘great 
advance in the general grasp of the chem- 
istry of the processes auxiliary to paper 
making, and the committee would make 
no point of such occasional damages as 
would arise in this direction from acci- 
dental circumstances. They have occupied 
themselves with the question of paper as 
normally produced, and under the condi- 
tions of ordinary wear and tear. The com- 
mittee have examined a number of books 
as practical evidence of “deterioration of pa- 
per;” some submitted by librarians in a 
condition of complete disintegration; some 
of their own selection exhibiting various 
grades of deterioration of the paper of 
which they are composed. They conclude 
on the evidence before them as follows: 

As to the two tendencies to deterioration 
of papers, these are marked—(1) by dis- 
integration, (2) by discoloration. They 
are independent effects, but may be con- 
current. They are notably so in papers 
containing mechanical wood pulp. 

1. Actual disintegration has been brought 
to light in papers of all grades; from those 
of the best quality as regards the fibrous 
materials of which they are composed, #. ¢., 
rag papers; also, of course, in those of 
lowest quality, i. ¢., containing mechanical 
wood pulp in large proportions. The 
books ‘examined had in certain cases been 
subject to ordinary conditions of storage 
and use; the effect in such cases is inde- 
pendent of wear and tear.* It is the result 
of chemical change of the fibres them- 
selves. In other cases the damages could 
be traced to the effects of illuminating gas 
upon the atmiosphere of the rooms in 
which the books had been stored. It may 


*It may be noted that the cases of destruction of 
rag papers investigated were for the most part 
in books produced in the period 1850-62.

be generally concluded that all papers are 
liable to such extreme chemical change, 
i. é., resulting in disintegration.’ 

As to the causes determining such 
changes: In the case of the rag papers ex- 
amined the effects appear to be due to acid 
bodies; the disintegration may be generally 
referred to acidity. The acids may haye 
been presént in the original paper as made; 
or may have resulted from reactions going 
on in the paper itself after making; or, 
lastly, may have been due to products of 
gas combustion. In the case of mechan- 
ical wood pulp the effects are tracéable to 
oxidization pure and simple; the disin- 
tegration is accompanied by a basi¢ or al- 
kaline reaction of the paper. 

2. Discoloration may be said also to af- 
fect all papers more or less. It takes va- 
rious forms; the more marked _ effect is a 
darkening of color, which spreads inward 
from the margins; but a common case is 
that of a uniform discoloration. The latter 
would be the result of changes in the paper 
itself; the former is determined by external 
agency, such as by the action of an atmos- 
phere charged with the products of com- 
bustion of coal gas. It is a complex effect; 
that is, while it may be the indirect result 
of the action of both acids and oxidants 
upon the constituents of the paper, it is 
immediately produced by changes in prod- 
ucts of such action; or, again, where 
starch is present in the paper, discoloration 
may arise from products which this carbo- 
hydrate furnishes under the action of acids. 

Without discussing minutely the chem- 
istry of the changes, the evidence obtained 
certainly warrants the general conclusion 
that discoloration of ordinary cellulose pa- 
pers (as distinguished from those contain- 
ing mechanical wood pulp) under usual 
conditions of storage is proportional to the 
amount of rosin which they contain, or 
more generally to the rosin and the condi- 
tions employed for fixing it in the ordinary 
process of engine sizing. 

From a consideration of certain special 
causes of discoloration it must be pointed 
out that mechanical wood pulp is stained a 
deep yellow by aniline and other coal-tar 
bases; esparto and straw celluloses simi- 
larly are stained pink, these effects being 
due to reactions of the fibre substances

BURTON GRIFFITHS & CO., Agents, London, England, 





with the bases in question. Such com- 


pounds are oiten present in the atmos-’ 


phere of. chemical laboratories, or where 
coal tar and its products are handled, 
Papers containing mechanical wood pulp, 
or esparto, or straw celluloses, are there- 
fore unsuitable for books likely to be used 
in such laboratories, 

Certain practical conclusions of the com- 
mittee from the evidence obtainable are 
submitted. First, ‘as regards the points 
common to all printing papers: 

Sizing (engine sizing)— Where the 
printer raises. no objection, book paper 
should be sized with a minimum quan- 
tity of rosin. A proportion of 2 per cent. 
rosin (calculated dry) on the paper may 
be suggested as a maximum, also that for 
nearly all the ordinary uses of printing pa- 
pers, the quality of “hard sizing’’ (usually 
produced with large propornuons of rosin), 
is superfluous. , 

The presence of Starch is objectionable, 
though, in the case of heavily loaded pa- 
pers, its employment may be necessary. 

Acidity—The papers may be finished 
with the normal slight excess of alum, 
which gives to the paper the slightly acid 
reaction of the alum, i. ¢., acid to litmus, 
neutral to methyl orange. 

Chlorides—Care must be taken that pa- 
per should contain a minimum of chlo- 
rides. , 

Color—Upon this question it is difficult 
to make suggestions. It may be pointed 
out that high whites in papers involving 
the extreme grades of bleaching of the 
fibres are in usual practice obtained not 
pnly at the expense of strength and elas- 
ticity, but often with production of oxi- 
dized products themselves extremely sus- 
ceptible of change with formation of dark- 
colored products (discoloration). Such 
tendencies are, moreover, increased when 
to the demand for whiteness or purity of 
color that of hard sizing is added; and 
again, when the third and very usual de- 
mand for “cheapness” is considered: This 
necessitates the use of celluloses other than 
those of cotton, flax, or hemp, in which 
the dangers of over-bleaching are greater 
in proportion to the lesser chemical re- 
sistance of such celluloses, viz., the wood 
and esparto classes. It is true that these

methods of bleaching known to practical 
men and employed in some mills, but in 
ordinary practice the question of the per- 
manence of the color of the paper when 
made is not much considered. It is sug- 
gested that when very white printing pa- 
pers are required, the sizing should be re- 
duced to the practical minimum; and 
again, that for ordinary printing papers a 
lower standard of colof may be adopted 
with advantage. 

Loading—The addition to paper of min- 
eral matter, such as china clay, has the ef- 
fect of increasing opacity and improving 
texture. Up to a point it may be. admitted 
that these advantages outweigh the disad- 
vantages of diluting the fibrous constitu- 
ents of the paper with inert and non-co- 
hesive material. Above this point the 
loading of course prejudices the strength 
of the paper, and generally lowers the 
qualities of resistance. Moreover, with 
increase of loading, the sizing agents re- 
quire to be increased, with attendant dis- 
advantage. After careful consideration, the 
committee come to the conclusion that 10 
per cent. of total mineral constituents is 
the extreme limit for papers for publications 
of permanent value. 

Texture—This is purely a paper maker’s 
question. It will only be pointed out here 
that a close and well-compacted sheet is 
especially necessary for printing papers. 
This quality is largely controlled by. the 
mechanical process of preparation (beat- 
ing) of the fibres; but this is costly, both 
in time and power, @nd asthe quality is, 
to a certain extent, to be imitated by the 
addition of sizing and loading agents, the 
tendency is toward the latter and factitious 
methods. The buyer or consumer requires 
to bear this in mind; and in papers se- 
lected for publications of permanent value, 
to see that close texture has been obtained 
by the more “legitimate” method of me- 
chanical preparation. The quality is a 
complex one; it effectually sums up the 
several “physical constants” dealt with 
above, and, until “standards” of classifica- 
tion are generally adopted, the question of 
texture must be insisted upon. 





As regards the classification of papers 


fically, the question of the Permanence , 
(papers in relation to the fibres of whi. 
they are composed; this is a purely chen 
ical problem, and the principles determi; 
ing the classification have been dealt wi; 
in the Society’s Journal, vol. xlv., PP. 6q 
696, 1897. 

The committee find that the practic 
evidence as to permanence fully confirn 
the classification there given, and that the 
paper-making fibres may be ranged in ¢} 
four classes: 

A—Cotton, flax, and hemp. 

B—Wood celluloses, (a) sulphite proc 
ess, rathet by conventional standards, th, 
question and (6) soda and sulphate proces. 

C—Esparto and straw celluloses. 

D—Mechanical wood pulp. 


In regard, therefore, to papers for book: 
and documents of permanent value, th. 
selection must be taken in this order, and 
always with due régard to the fulfillmen: 
of the conditions of normal treatmen: 
above dealt with as common to all papers. 

The committee have been desirous, of 
bringing their investigations to a practical 
conelusion in specific terms, viz., by the 
suggestion of standards of quality. It js 
evident that in the majority of cases there 
is little fault to find with the practical ad- 
justments which rule the trade. They are, 
therefore, satisfied to limit their specific 
findings to the following, viz.—First, nor- 
mal standard of quality for book papers re- 
quired for publications of permanent value. 
For such papers they would specify as fol- 
lows: 

Fibres—Not less than 70 per cent. of 
fibres of Class A. 

Sising—Not more than 2 per cent. rosin, 
and finished with the normal acidity of 
pure alum, 

Loading—Not more than 10 per cent. to- 
tal mineral matter (ash). 


With regard to written documents, it 
must be evident that the proper materials 
are those of Class A, and that the paper 
should be pure, and sized with gelatine, 
and not with rosin. All imitations of high- 
class writing papers, which are, in fact, 
merely disguised printing papers, should 
be carefully avoided.
